SANTA CRUZ COUNTY LINE. 

By unanimous vote of the San 
Mateo county board of supervisors; 
a resolution was adopted Monday 
calling for the transfer of $50,000 of 
the $80,000 raised by a 23-cent tax in¬ 
cluded in the last levy from the gen-, 
ersl fun dto the fifth road district I 
fund, the same to be used in the re-| 
pairing of the Pescadero to Santa 
Cruz county line road. 

The balance of ttie amount of the 
tax, or $30,000, will remain in the gen¬ 
eral fund, and will be put to other 
use, such as aiding the Social Service 
Commission and other items properly 
chargeable to the general fund. 

When the resolution was adopted. 
Supervisor MacBain moved that 
County Surveyor George A. Kneese 
prepare plans and specifications for 
the road, the cost not to exceed $50,- 
000, and the motion was carried. 

Following the disposal of this 
matter, which had drawn a large 
attendance from the Pescadero sec¬ 
tion and other parts of the county. 
Supervisor MacBain introduced a 
resolution in regard to the Dumbarton 
bridge project, inviting and request¬ 
ing the San Francisco board of su¬ 
pervisors to appoint a committee of 
three to confer with a similar com¬ 
mittee from San Mateo fcounty rela¬ 
tive to the proposition of constructing 
a pridge across the bay at or near 
Dumbarton, and to recommend and 
suggest the way and means by which 
the legal, financial and engineering 
problems connected with such con¬ 
struction may best be solved. This 
resolution was adopted, and a copy 
ordered sent to the San Francisco 
board of supervisors. 

County traffic officers from the dif¬ 
ferent districts presented their re¬ 
ports for the month of January, 
which v re ordered filed. 

Reports for January were received 
from the county clerk, sheriff, tax 
collector, license collector, county re¬ 
corder, United States public health 
service, horticultural inspector, 
county farm and hospital, county 
veterinarian and a report from County 
Treasurer P. P. Chamberlain, showing 
a balance in the country treasury of 
$1,285,885.97. 

A petition was filed by Mrs. W. E. 
La Dieu et al, for the formation of a 
sanitary district south of Redwood 
City, to be known as the Washington 
Sanitary District. On motion of 
Supervisor Hickey, seconded by Su¬ 
pervisor Brown, a resolution was in¬ 
troduced calling for an election to be 
held on Apnil 1st, at which the resi- i 
dents of the district will be given an 
opportunity to express their desires in 
the matter. 

A petition filed by L. Goertzhain 
et al. for the establishment of a 
sanitary district to include portions 
of Menlo Park and the Fair Oaks 
district, also resulted in the introduc¬ 
tion o* a resolution by Supervisor 
MacBain calling for an election on 
theq uestion to be held on March 7th. 

A petition was presented by Isabel 
Vallejo et al. calling for the estab¬ 
lishment of a sanitary district at 
Halfmoon Bay. A resolution intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Francis pro¬ 
vided for an election in this district. 

Alvin S. Hatch et al., residents of 
Halfmoon Bay, petitioned the board 
for the appointment of a board of 
.hree fire commissioners for the 
Halfmoon Bay district, and following 
tbe adoption of a resolution intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Francis estab¬ 
lishing the board, A. F. Joseph, A, S. 
Hatch and Charles L. Morgan were 
appointed to serve as tile first com¬ 
missioners. 

A certificate was filed by County 
Superintendent of Schools Roy W.

Changes in the revenue law ale oi 
material benefit to the average family 
man. Under ehe revenue act of 1921 
a married person, living with wife or 
husband, whose net income for 1921 
was $5000 or less, is allowed a per¬ 
sonal exemption of $2500. Under the 
revenue act of 1918 the exemption 
allowed a marr ed person was $2000, 
regardpss of tlie amount of net in¬ 
come. 

The norm..! tax rate is the sc. me, 4 
per cent on the first $4000 of net in¬ 
come above the exemptions, and 8 per 
cent on the remaining net income. 
Given his personal exemption of 
$2500, plus $400 for each dependent, a 
married man with three children—the 
average American family—will pay 
this year on a net income of $44000 a 
tax of $12. On the same income for 
1921 he would have paid a tax of $56. 

Every citizen and resident of the 
United States must determine for him¬ 
self whether his income for 1921 was 
sufficient to require that a return be 
filed. Full instructions for making out 
a return are contained on the forms, a 
copy of which will be sent to tax¬ 
payers who filed a return last year. 
Failure to recelv e ar eturn, however, 
does not relieve a taxpayer of his ob¬ 
ligation to file a return on time, on or 
before March 15, 1922. Forms may be 
obtained from collectors of internal 
revenue and branch offices.

BELZY DODD, THE "MAN WHO 
SCALPo HIMSELF” 


Some historians have asserted that 
Belzy Dodd was a myth, blit some of 
• lie old scouts who knew him well 
do not agree with them. "Ask some 
of I he Injuns who raided along the 
old Santa Ft* trail about The Man 
Who Sculps Himself,'" they said, with 
a laugh. Like California Joe, Dodd 
was a practical joker, anti one of his 
jokes once defeated a band of Indians 
and saved a wagon train from the 
horrors of a massacre. 

Dodd was guiding a caravan of 
traders to Santa Ft*. At night they 
parked their wagons in a circle with 
Hie mules corralled inside to prevent 
their being stampeded if Indians at¬ 
tacked. Outside the circle guards 
were posted to give warning at the 
first appearance of a savage. 

Just before daylight one morning 
the traders were awakened by a shot, 
and rushed oul to find a guard lying 
wounded on the ground. In the next 
instant a band of Pawnees charged 
down on the train. A fierce battle fol¬ 
lowed. The Indians Who attacked 
the train were re-enforced by a larger 
band and In a short time It became 
evident that the train, whose defend¬ 
ers were hopelessly outnumbered, was 
doomed. Suddenly Dodd, whose rifle 
had knocked down more than one 
painted warrior, threw aside his weap¬ 
on and dashed outside the circle of 
wagons. 

Howling fiendishly, he rushed Into 
the midst of the charging Pawnees. 
Before the Indians could recover from 
their surprise at his bold act, Dodd 
whipped out his long knife, ran It 
around the edge of his hair, and with 
a wild yell, tore off his shock of black 
hair and waved It about his head. 

It was too much for the Pawnees. 
With a howl of terror, they broke and 
ran. Dodd was a swift runner—he 
could hold his own In running beside 
a galloping buffalo, It Is said—and he 
pursued the frightened redskins, 
shrieking and waving his “scalp” un¬ 
til they left him far behind. A wig 
had saved u WHgon train! 

After that time any wngon train 
which Belzy Dodd guided over the 
Snntn Fe trail was safe If the Indians 
saw Dodd In the lead. They had no 
use for a man who could scalp him¬ 
self and still live. 

What became of Belzy Dodd and 
where he died Is as much a mystery 
as iiis birth and early life. He played 
Ids little role as a comedian In the 
drama of the West, and then, like many- 
greater actors, he passed on and was 
soon forgotten.

In commenting on the fight of industries in the state of Washington to 
secure a general tax reduction, a deputy assessor thoroughly familiar with 
the situation and who is in accord with the idea of reducing government ox 
pense, says: 

"In our county it is not taxation any more but 1 b getting to be confisca¬ 
tion, but what is a poor assessor going to do when we elect a legislature 
who think It is their bounden duty to get an appropriation for their district) 
In order to get back in office, and each state Institution sends tts lobby to 
the legislature to obtain all tliey can for their pet institution. When the 
legislature gets through passing the pie around, then the state officers have 
to make the levy to meet it, and so on down to county affairs. Each distnict j 
will vote bonds for some needed or imaginary project, then when tax-paying 
time comes they blame the assessor for high taxes, when, as a matter of fact, 
It la the voters themselves who are to blame. If they will elect a legislature 
giving them to understand that if they want to go back again /to put a soft 
pedal on all appropriations such as school and roads until w„ get caught up 
(and not try to outdo the older states), then taxes will be reduced. 

"We are busting the taxpayers by trying to make a playground of the 
West for the rest of the country to come and have a good time in the sum¬ 
mer. The same thing prevafls in the county, every on e urges roads to their 
particular place, and the consequence is that the commission has to levy ail 
the law will let them in order to get back In again. The same wjth schools 
—each district wants to have a better school than its neighbors and go the 
limit. I know of one timber district that has the nicest Bchool building and 
best equipped of any school 4n the towns, in fact, they have everything that 
money will buy—they have less than thirty pupils, with three teachers, the 
principal getting *190 a month. Their valuation for this year is *1,182,569, 
with a school levy of 14.5 mills, and not a farmer has enough personal 
property to be on the tax roll, while the school here, which built a new *40,000 
school house this year and maintains thirteen teachers, has only an 18-mlll 
levy on a valuation of *854,487.’’ 

This plain statement of facts applies wdth equal force to practically 
evary Western state. It is up to the people to say whether they will have 
lax reduction or further tax'expansion.—Industrial Bureau.
